CAIRO ligypeian security forces crushed the procesr 
camps of thousands of supporters of the deposed Is- 
lamist president on Wednesday shooting almost 200 
of them dead in the bloodiest day in decades and po- 
larizing the Arab world’s most populous nation. 

At least 235 people were killed in all, including at 
least 43 police, and 2,000 wounded, a health official 
said, in fierce clashes that spread beyond Cairo to 
towns and cities around Egypt. 

Deposed president Mohammed Morsi’s MusHm 
Brotherhood said the death toll of what it called a 
“massacre” was far higher. While bodies wrapped in 
carpets were carried to a makeshift morgue near the 
Rabaa al-Adawiya mosque, the army-backed rulers 
declared a one-month state of emergency restoring to 
the military the unfettered power it wielded for de- 
cades before a pro-democracy uprising toppled auto- 
crat Hosni Mubarak in 2011. 

Interior Minister Mohamed Ibrahim said 43 poHce 
were among the dead. Security forces had completely 
cleared two protest camps in the capital and would

South Lawndale on

The West Side com- 
munity area logged 13 homicides last year, 
according to RedEye data. Citywide, gunshot 
homicides were recorded in the last week in 
Douglas, Humboldt Park, South Chicago, South 




Shore and Woodlawn, RedEye determined. 

Meanwhile, a 52-year-old man was stabbed 
to death Aug. 8 in the 0-100 block of West 
Brayton Street in West Pullman, police said. 

Eighteen homicides have been recorded so far 
this month. Fifty-seven homicides were logged in 
August 2012, according to RedEye data.

CTA facing $10M shortfall

The CTA faces a $io million budget deficit 
this year, primarily the result of wildly inac- 
curate revenue forecasts about the impact of 
increases in CTA pass prices. 

Transit officials promised to eliminate the 
budget gap without imposing more fare hikes 
or cutting service. 

But the overly optimistic fare-collection 
predictions in comparison to the actual reve- 
nue generated in the first half of the year raise 
serious questions about whether revised bud- 
get assumptions will be any more accurate. 


By law, the CTA is required to end the year 
with a balanced budget. 

The deficit is driven by incorrect revenue 
forecasts mostly involving the use of passes. 
Those system-generated revenue forecasts, 
which were produced in December, are off 
the mark by about $39 million for the full year, 
CTA budget records show The biggest mis- 
calculation involved a nose dive in the use of 
the 7-day pass since pass prices were increased 
in January Seven-day pass sales were below 
budget projections by $7.5 million in the first 
six months of 2013, the CTA reported.

Whitaker steps into the past

Forest Whitaker certainly 
isn’t yelling, but the tempera- 
ture of his soft-spoken calm 
has increased a few degrees. 

“If we have a few minutes, 
let’s get a [newspaper], and I want you to 
go through the films,” says the star of “Lee 
Daniels’ The Butler,” opening Friday “And I 
want you to show me the ones that happened 
yesterday” 

The dispute rose over the question of 
whether films that connect to current issues 
should look backward or directly address 
modern times. The Oscar-winning actor 
(“The Last King of Scotland”) bristles at the 
notion that history would ever be taken for 
granted. This appears ironic for two reasons: 
One, because “Butler” includes short men- 
tions of many civil rights touchstones but 
will neither enlighten those familiar with 
these incidents/people or educate those who 
aren’t. And two, because the movie adapts 
the true story of Eugene Allen, who served 
more than three decades as a butler in the 
White House, into the fictionalized tale 
of butler Cecil Gaines, whose wife (Oprah 
Winfrey) now is an alcoholic and whose son 
serving in Vietnam is — spoiler alert— killed 
in action. On his dad’s birthday 

“It’s clearly inspired by a true story, so he 
knew that,” Whitaker said of Allen’s son 
Charlie when asked if it was strange for the 
man to visit the set. “He felt like the script 
really depicted that experience. He came and 
he was moved by it and stuff His mother 
wasn’t an alcoholic, so that’s a big difference 



too in the fabric of the story” 

It seems like taking the life of a real person 
and fictionalizing it would make the work 
more challenging and frustrating. Not the 
case, apparently: Whitaker trained with 
butler coaches (those exist, it seems) and sees 
Daniels’ film as an emotional experience that 
spans “the full tapestry of the time.” 

Still, there is the consideration— raised 
recently by actor Harry Lennix (“Man of 
Steel”) in a statement that included the 
phrases, “[Daniels] bastardizes history for a 
horrible end and purpose” and “Enough of 
this retrogressive poison. It’s horrible. Let’s 
talk about today”— regarding the treatment 
of race relations through condensed history 
rather than contemporary analysis. Whitaker 
insists the past, present and future all exist 


as one. “To understand and have pride in 
yourself as a culture, you must understand 
your past,” he says. 

No one is denying that. However, what 
about the difference between “Fruitvale Sta- 
tion,” a film Whitaker produced that ends on 
a note suggesting much change is still needed 
in terms of race relations, and “Butler,” which 
reaches an uplifting climax with the historic 
election of President Obama? 

“Let me ask you a question,” he says. “Is 
Barack Obama the president of the United 
States?” 

Yes. 

“Let me ask you another question: Was 
that hopeful when it occurred?” 

Of course. 

This brings us to his note about films 
that don’t touch on the day’s events. Except 
most films don’t attempt to comment on 
the status of race relations, I point out, add- 
ing how far this issue still has to go. On that, 
he agrees. 

‘An unbelievable amount of things [need 
to change]. That’s why I make some of the 
films, some of the documentaries that I 
do personally,” he says. “Let’s discuss the 
fact that some of this stuff isn’t particularly 
taught in our history books. ... I know what 
happened with the [Black] Panthers. I met 
them. They were on my corner. They were 
blowing up around the streets from me. I 
know. So to tell me that these kinds of stories 
aren’t important, I don’t know? It indicates 
so many lessons that we should take from 
history to move forward to tomorrow”

Celebrity Facebook?

Facebook soon will begin testing VIP-only 
features that make it easier for celebrities to 
keep close tabs on social media chatter and 
reach out to fans from mobile devices. 

The features are designed to get Page Six- 
ers to spend more time on Facebook. In other 
words, Facebook is looking to borrow some of 
that Justin Bieber magic from a popular on- 
line celebrity hangout: Twitter. 

With 200 million active users, Twitter does 
not have the heft of Facebook. But it current- 
ly reigns as the digital king of public conver- 
sations, having made it simple and snappy for 
celebs to monitor what social media followers 
are saying about them and talk back to those 
followers at opportune moments. 

Now Facebook is making major moves of 
its own. In recent months, it has rolled out 
embedded posts, hashtags and trending top- 
ics. And you can expect more major develop- 
ments in the realm of public sharing. 

The celebrity VIP app is a small piece of 
this broader strategy Mike Isaac over at All 
Things D reports that Facebook will test the 



app with a small group of famous folks. 

These are likely the very same folks who 
already use other celebrity apps such as Who- 
Say to manage chatter across social media 
including Facebook, Instagram, Tumblr and 
Twitter. 

“We are currently testing some mobile fea- 
tures designed to help public figures interact 
with their fans,” Facebook said in an emailed 
statement. “We are testing these features with 
a small group of partners and will share more 
details should we roll it out more widely”

Cronuts, test-tube lab burgers, Krispy Kreme 
sandwiches and, now, the Ramen Burger. 
What’s the food world coming to with all of 
these Frankenstein creations? We’re not exact- 
ly sure, but at least it keeps things interesting. 

The Ramen Burger is a new hybrid food 
from Keizo Shimamoto, a ramen enthusiast 
in Japan. According to his Facebook page, it’s 
a USDA prime ground beef chuck patty and 
two “craftily” formed buns made of ramen 
noodles. It looks like someone smashed 
a bunch of noodles together and 
formed them into patty shapes. 

Shimamoto debuted the 
Shoyu Ramen Burger at 
the Brooklyn, N.Y, Smor- 
gasburg food festival this 
month. A long, cronut- 
like wait line formed 
with about 500 curious 
customers willing to wait 
two hours in the rain for 
a taste of the new burger. 

Shimamoto announced before- 


hand that he’d dole out only 150 burgers. 

“I can’t believe how fast news can travel,” 
Shimamoto said on his blog. “In just two 
days, the Ramen Burger went from dream to 
Internet superstar before I even sold a single 
one.” 

No word yet on whether a Ramen Burger 
will be available elsewhere or ever again. Judg- 
ing from all the cronut copycats popping up 
every day it’s probably a foregone conclusion 
that we’ll see something similar to the burger 
on a menu soon. 

Shimamoto also has a couple 
variations on the Ramen Burger 
posted on his Facebook page. 
One features a patty smoth- 
ered in melted cheese and 
another made with pork 
beUy and green onion. 

Could this burger 
spark the next cronut- 
like craze? Maybe this 
new creation will lead to a 
spaghetti burger somewhere. 
Only time will teU.
